ſoon aftet Ard 2 account for what he had done, in anocher World 
tho? I do not find that all the Corruptions and Abuſes in it are chargeable 
upon him, and particularly that, which was none of the leaſt, the De- 
facing and Miſplacing the Prayer of Oblation, of which: more here- 
after. But he was farther imploy'd to promote the Work. by writing to 
Mr Calvin, that by his Perſwaſions and Authority, the Protector, and the 
King himſelf, and other great men might be diſpoſed tor the paſſing it in 
Parliament, whether the Clergy would or not. 

And ſo the Nem Book was approved by the King, the Young Head of the 
New Church of Englayd, and by him now grown up to fifteen, and ſut- 
6ciently inſtructed in the New Doftrin, recommended to the Parlianers, 
ſo taken up with the Spoils of the Monaſteries, as left little leaſure to think 
of Liturgies;, and by them impoſed upon the Church and Nation, wichout 
any Synod or Convocation, or declared Conſent or Privity of any one of the 
Clergy of the Church of Fxgland, who is known to have had any hand in 
the Alterations, beſides Canmer, and upon mere Politick Conſiderations, wich- 
out any other juſt Cauſe, as is declared by the Act it ſelf, by which it 
was eſtabliſhed 

And this is the true Generation of this ſpurious, ſuppoſititious, deformed 
Cranmerian Changling; which hath been hug'd by a company of ignorant, 
inconſiderate abuſed People, like a Baſtard child by a lilly abuſed Huſ- 
band, made a Bone of Diſſention, and ridiculouſly contended for in ſeveral 
ſmall matters, by ſuch as were ſhamefuily impoſed upon in the greateſt of all, 
and therein very tamely and weakly complyed wich ſuch as had put the 
Abuſe upon them ; an Abuſe not eaſy to be digeſted, or thought on 
without ſome Motion of Indignation by any intelligent perſon, who 
hath any Senſe of, and Concern for the Honour of God, of our Saviour, 
or of his Church, the true Catholic Church, or any remainder of it in 
this Nation. But in ſhort, this is matter of Fact, not to be denyed ; and 
upon this matter of Fact two things are to be inquired: . | 

1. By what Spirit this might be done Whether by the Spirit of Chriſt, or the 
Spirit of Antichriſt ? 

2. How far, or Whether at all, one having Knowledge, or Notice of this Abuſe 
ought or may uſe this imperfelt and aiſardered Form, or comply with it, by reaſon 
of any Humane Lam, or af his amn Subſcription before Notice or any Knowledge 
of 1t?. 1. 1 |

3. Wherher the People may communicate in the uſe of it, and not be Partakers in 
the Gullt ? 

4. Whether the Clergy in general, and ev ticular perſon of them ought not 
to ſe in the C _— of theſe H Meir M ah and Ferfett 
form, notwithſtanding any temporal Nami to the contrary, as they will anſwer it io 
"God upon the Salvation of their Souls at the laſt day ? 
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de Firſt of theſe Queſtions may eaſily be reſolved upon a due Colidera- 

n_6f the. Alterations, which were made; of which Thane are ones 
Very Conſiderable, and notoriouſly Contrary to the Prattice of the whole Ca 
tholic Church in the three Principal parts of that Office : In the Prayer for 
the Catholic Church, the Commemoration of the Saints, and Prayers for the 
Dead: In the Prayer of Conſecration that part, whereia theGreek Churches 
and all 1 place the very Form of  Conſecration : And the whole 
Prayer of Oblation : the three former expunged and the laſt not only 
maimed of a principal part, but the remainder removed from its proper 
place, and moſt —— plac'd after the Communion. 

In all theſe Alterations ſo Conſiderable in themſelves, and moreover in 
reſpect to the Reverence which ought to be uſed toward the Holy-Spirit 
of God, and the regard to be had to the Honour of the State, if there 
appear no Conſiderable Advantage to the State to excuſe them, nor any 
thing really for the Honour or Service of God, which required them, but 
much to the contrary, with great and manifeſt Gratifications of the Ad- 
verſe Powers, the Devil and his Angels, it will not be unreaſonable to 
believe that they were made by the Importunity of Cramer, Arch-Biſho 
and God-father- to the King, and thro' the Inſtigation and Energy of thoſe 
Powers, by whom he was deluded. 

That there was no ſuch Advantage to the State appears by the very 
Act it ſelf ; Nor have I ever yet known any thing alleadged or pre- 
tended in them for the Honour or Service of God, that had ſo much 
weight as deſerved to be taken notice of: But on the contrary in them all 
there is onecnmo: Grat i ſic ation of the 4 ht and Malice of the Spirit of Au- 
tichrijt againſt both the Carbolic-Church, by contempt of the Authority of 
it, and ſuch a Breach and Diviſion in it; and agaiuſt the Church of Eng- 
laud in particular, by making it Guilty of ſo execrable Schiſm and Sepera- 
tiou from the whole Catholic-Church of all Ages, with great Preſumption 
and Indignity to it, by ſo inſolently rejecting, and by conſequence con- 
demaing, ſo many ſuch Solema Acts of her Worſhip: and this not mere- 
ly agaiult the Church Militant, but extending even to the Church Tri- 
umphant, and Communion of Saiaty. 

For belides all this, in the Expunging of the Commemoration of the Saints, 
there was a Special Gratification of their Spite and Malice againſt Them, by 
whom, aud ia whom, by Chriſt reſidiag in them, they had been ſo often o- 
vercome; and even againſt Chrilt their and God, the Father him- 
ſelf: For tie Thankſgiving to God for the Grace c municated to them, 
which was a Principal Fruit of Chriſt's Paſſion, being a Duty to God, 
and an Honour to Chriſt, ia the Honour done to t and a moſt 
Solema Act of Communion of Saints, anſwered by them in their Prayers for 
the Church upon Earth; To have all this aboliſhed was undoubt- 
— matter of much Joy and Tryumph in the whole Kingdom of Dark» 
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And ſuch another Special. Gratification of their Spi od

the Expunging of the Common Prayers of this Office ft rf 
reſt 8 the Faith of Chriſt and Communion of En 
Church, by the Interruption of fo Solemn an Act of the Church, of Cha- , 
rity to them and Communion with them. 

In the due Conſecration of the Euchariſt it hath always been believed in 
the Catholic Church that there is a Special Santtification of the Elements 
of Bread and Wine by the Deſcent of the Holy Spirit at the. Prayers of 
the Church: In the putting ont therefore of that Prayer there is 4 double 
Gratification of that Malicious Spirit, 1. By the Injury or Diſreſpect 
thereby done to the Holy Spirit, by whom the Oblation ſhould be Sancti- 
fied, and by whoſe Aid the former book was declared to have been com- 
poſed. (a ſpecial Inſtance of the Madneſs and Inconſiderateneſs of Schiſ- 
maticks.) and 2. by depriving the Church of the Benefit of that Prayer, 
and making the Conſecration at leaſt doubtfull, but none at all according 
ro, the Sentiments of the greateſt part of Chriſtians at this day, and 
generally of all anciently as may be beleived upon the Agreement of all 
Ancient Liturgies in what is here put out; and that by Tradition from 
the Apoſties, as is aſfirmed hy S. Baſil. Nor is it much to be wondered to 
ſee ſuch Decay of Primitive Fervor and Vigor, when we {ce ſuch Departure 
from Primitive Inſtitutions, and Orders, and ſuch Neglect and Contempt of 
ſo Divine Means of Spiritual Supplies. 

Nor was it. without ſome particular Gratification of the ſame wicked 
Spirir that the uſe of the Sign of the 'Croſs was alſo left off at the Conſecra- 
tion, contrary to the Practice of the whole Catholic Church derived from 
the Primitive times. The Victories obtamed by Holy Chriſtians over 
the Powers of Darkneſs by the Uſe of that Sign (for which the Engliſh 
Reader may have recourſe to Dr. Caves Lives of the Fathers, and others) 
are an Evidence of their Abhorance of it; and that of the true Original of 
the like Abhorance in the minds of ſome men, from what Spirit it proceeds. 

But rhe Subrilry of the Serpent, as well as his Malice is in none of the Al- 
terations more remarkable, then in thoſe of the Prayer of Oblation, which 
Bucer did not think fit to alter, yet were made and deligncd purpoſely to 
aboliſh all that might import tbe Oblation of an Unbloody Sacrifice. And that 
was done as afſectually as could be, in this manner: i lt muſt not be quite taken 
away, leſt that ſhould give occaſion for ſome conteſt about it. but 2. It muſt be 
exenterated and the Heart taken out; and then 3. be placed after the 
Communion, fo that then the Memorials could not be offered or preſented 
do God, which were eaten and drunk by the people; whereby the buſineſs 
was efectually done. And yet this was not enough, but 4. Another 
Prayer muſt be added to be uſed, the one or the other, at diſcretion 
that ſo none might be obliged, to the uſe of ſo much as that ; and 
they who underſtood the Myſtery of it, needed not to he trouhled with 
apy relick of it, or the Spirit, which inſpired them, with the Memory 
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of a thing ſo oſſenſive to him. And yet was not all this enough, 

In the Lords Prayer it ſelf muſt alſo be diſplaced, contrary 

the uſe of the Catholic Church in all Ages, that fo all the Prayers 
this Church might be Schiſmatically ſeparated, and ſet at a Diſtance 
from the Memorials of our Saviours Sacrifice upon the Croſs, through 
which-alone they have: Acceptance. And if from the beginning of this 

Service we do but take notice how the Special Confeſſions in uſe in the 
Greek as well as Latine Churches ure by a very formal General Confeſſion and

nour of our Lord and his Catholic Church; and not faithfully and 1 
ſetting © Truth, and indeayouring in che proper and regular way of a 
have it reſtored at home. And therefore while he thought

he was ſt E both his Deſign and it too Fe is not a light — — 
fo corrupt the Solemn Worſhip of God; Gr for Thols in place of Authority 
knowingly to comive at ſuch. Corruptions, Nor are matters of true Religion to 
be promoted by Tricks and underhand Dealings. I know none of the known 
Aclors in the Cranmerian Corriqeions, who liv'd long after, or came not to 
unhappy ends. And the preſent Governors of this Church have had ſufficient 
warning to have reſtored the Honour of God, and prevented the expo- | 
ſing of ſo much of their own Shame: Sins of Omiſſion in places of great 
Truſt are dangerous and damnable : And ſuch is frequently the State ot ſach 
as joyn with them. And this undoubtedly has been a comtinial Gratification 
to the Powers of darkneſs to have held this Nation in ſuch Fetters fo long. 
But becauſe the Gratifications of thoſe Apoſtate Spirits ariſe from their 
Succeſs in their attempts uponMen,to.involve them in Sin and Diſobedience 
and Indignities to God, and ſo engage them in their on ſtate of Apoſta 
cy, they cannot be well naderſtood, unleſs he Wickedneſs of what was done 
in this matter be farther detected and explained, than is commonly appre- 
hended. For which purpoſe it is to be noted, that it was uſual with Man- 
kind from the beginning to 2 their molt Solemn Tramſactious with all the 
external Declarations of their Minds that they could; that is, not only 
with Audible, but alſo with 77/ible Signs and Significationsz not with Words 
| | ouly, 
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only, but with the conjuction of Actions and Things; and dhe Omiſſion 
thoſe was interpreted to be à Slight or Contempt. Accordingly it | 
to make their Adareſſes to God, and even to r Pro with Pre- 
Jerrs in Recognition of Superiority. And the chlef Aliments of their Lives, 
Bread amd Mine, were uſually * of their Offerings, even at their Sacri- 
ſices. This was retained by the Fews, who at all their Feſtivals confecrated 
a Cake of Bread, and a Chalice of Wine with Water, and over it gave 
Thanks toGod, for his Creation of the World, and his ſpecial Mercies to | 
Mankind, and to themſelves, particularly mention'd, and more largly for | 
that Celebrated at that time. This is what God foretold by the Prophet, 
Mal.” 1. 11. ſhould be done by the Gentiles ;, and this is the import f our 
Saviours words, as often as ye do this, do it inCommemoration of me, whereby 
he appropriates this, which was uſed before in Commemoration of ſeveral 
other Divine Favours, to be done always from thence forward in Comme - 
moration of his Sacrifice upon the Croſs, as the Compendium of all. And 
from this Inſtitution the Apoſtles, and from them the Churches founded by 
, them receiv d it, and have ever ſince uſed it, as an Antitype, as effectual for them 
to all intents and purpoſes, as were all the Types and Sacrifices of the Jews | 

for them before his Paſſion. | 

But more particularly therein may be obſerved, r. A ſolemn Recognition of 
the Soveraignty of God by right of Creation, in the Oblarion of the chief A- 
liments of our Lives, with Thankſgivings for it, and all his Divine Fa- 
vours. 2. The San#ification of thoſe Creatures by the Deſcent of the | 
Holy Spirit at the Prayers of the Church. 3, The Oblation of the Crea- 
rures Santtified in Commemoration pf the Sacrifice of Chriſt upon the 
Croſs, the great Propitiation for the Sins of the World, by which a- ; 
lone we have Acceſs unto, and Acceptance with the Father, with Suppli- 
cations, Prayers, and Interceſſions for all Men, according to the Apoſtles 
Exhortation, 1 Tim. 2. 1. So that the Oblation of the Memorials of his 
Son's Paſſion, is a Solemn Actual Allegation of his Covenant, (v. Ger. 
9. 13. 17. And therein is implyed. 4. A Solemn Recognition of our Re- 
demption by him, Sabjection to him, and Obligation to lay down our 
Lives in Obedience to him, as he did his for us in obedience 
to his Father; and a Solema Act of Confederation with him. 
And laſtly, the Communio: and Participation of theſe Sanctiſied 
Creatures for the Sanctification of our Souls and Bodies, and Augmenta- 
cion of Spiritual Life and Vigor, and Special Application of all the Be- 
nefts of his Holy Sacrifice unto us. 

And now, what could be either more honorable for our Saviour, or a 
more Solemn Engagement with him on the one fide, or more offenſive and 
grievous to that Envious and Malicious Spirit on the other, than to ſee that 
Paſſion, which he had molt maliciouſly procor'd to be fo honour'd, and 
applied to the Honour of the Holy Trinity, andthe Benefit and Advantage of 
Men, and turned to his own Confuſion,and his quondam Vaſſals and their Po- 
ſterity thus confederating and fortified againſt him? And what could be a 

greater

Griſt to him, then to fee allthis, which was ſo afſtnive and 
done weekly at leaſt in all Churches, and dayly in all great 
rches, to be thus Aboliſhed, and even what remained of it, ſoon after 
almoſt every where neglected ? | | | 
And this is what their Grandfather Crarmer, or rather this wicked Spi- 
rit by him, and in him, was ſo ſubtle and induſtrious to aboliſh ; And 
is what the preſent Cranmerians, his Poſterity, have ſo obſtinately oppoſed, 
And refuſe to reſtore, notwi ing the Publick Admonition, raiſed and 
| conducted by the hand of God undoubtedly, into the very heart of the Chief 
City of the Nation, notwithſtanding the Fortifications of Humane Laws a- 
ainſt it; and although divers learned men have declared their Convictions 
of the truth of the Caſe in print; but to no other eſſect, than their own ſelf 
Condemnation, and Condemnation of the reſt, and plain Manifeſtation of 
what Spirit they are. And here we may plainly perceive the Reaſon of 
what Mr. Mede hath well obſerv*d in fact, That the Devil hath exerciſed 
and vented more Malice and Spight againſt this Holy Rite, than againſt any 
| other part of the Chriſtian Religion, except the Doctrine of the Holy Tri 
| nity. And from hence alone it is abundantly manifeſt, that it. was the ſame - 
Spirit, or of the ſame party, which ſecretly inſpir'd and inſtigated Granmar, . 
and which more openly diſputed with Luther before, againſt it. And this 1 
| think is ſufficient for Satisfaction to the Firſt Queſtion. 
hut we have not yet ſeen all the inveterate Spight and Malice of this An- 
| tichriſtian Spirit againſt this Holy Solemnity: That could not ſatisfie it thus 
to have depraved and aboliſhed it, and deprived God, the Father, Son, and 
Holy Spirit of the Honor, and the Chriſtian People of the Benefit, of it, un- 
leſs he could prevail alſo to have a piece of Aoctery ſet up in the place of it: 
Such another as was heretofore introduced in France, called Miſſa Sicca, but 
ſoon exploded there, as a dry, empty, barren thing ; but ſet up here, upon 
ſome occaſion taken from the firſt Book of Ed. 6. very formally in the latter, 
inlarged with the Prieſts Reher ſal of the Ten Commandments, and a ſupplica- 
tory Reſpons for the People, at the end of each; and commonly a the 
Second Service, The Subtilty of the Serpent is remarkable enough in it, ha- 
ving nothing but what is innocent and good and well accomodated to de- 
ceive the people, and make them believe it as good as what they had before; 
| but being perform'd at the Altar, and in thSPlace of that Auguſt, Venera-

ble, and as S. Chriſoſteme calls it Tremendous Sacrifice, it was an Abominable 
Abuſe both to God and Man. As if a Tenant ſhould with great formalicy 
preſent to his Lord at a great Feaſt at his own Table, for a Basket of choice 
Fruit, an Empty Basket. And yet is chis Abuſeof a ſhado continued very 
formally ia molt Churches in England, and the Subſtance neglected: A very 
pleaſant Spectacle undoubtedly to. Troops of Apeſtare Spirits, aud a ſpecial 
Invitation and Gratificationto them to come and attend ſuch a Ser wen 18 | 
the place of the Good Angels, who offended at ſuch an Abuſe aremoſt likely 
to withdraw their Preſence. The Indigaity done to God, aud to our Sa- 
viour, 
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viour, in this, is greater than I think fit. to, inlarge u 
one thing 1 thi Kft the People ould be admonithed of:; 
Church, as I take it, hath alwayß looked upon this Holy 8 ty, as 
a Repreſentation upon Earth, in the beſt manner Mortals can perform 
it, of what our Great High Prieſt doth for us in Heaven, in a- Divine 
and Spiritual manner. And how can they expect the Compleat, or in- 
deed any Benefit of what he doth there, who ſet up ſuch. a lame Ser- 
vice and Abuſe of it here? I do much ſuſpect that both the Greek and 
Luine Churches for 1200 years laſt paſt have ſuffer'd much for their 
Curtelling a Conſiderable part of this Office; as may eaſily be perceived by 
comparing all their Liturgies now in uſe, with that moſt ancient Form 
in the Conſtitutions, and the moſt ancient Uſages of the Jews : And 
what theſe incorrigible Cranmerians have farther to expect, they may do 
well to conſider. ; 

There remains ſtill a Conſiderable off of the Subtilty of the Serpent. for 
Securing, by the Power of the Beaſt, the Advantages he hath gotten by 
the Treachery of the Falſe Prophet and UnfaithfulneGof the Whore : but 
what hath been obſerved already being abundantly ſufficient for a ground 
of Anſwer to the remaining Queſtions, the Conſideration of this may be more 
ſeaſonable upon another occaſion : as the Cranmerian Hereſy. or &c. 

Since therefore both the Subtilty and the Malice of the Adverſary, 
theDevil, is ſo manifeſt in the Alterations aforeſaid, againſt this Holy Ordi- 
nance, and there in againſt the Holy Trinity, the Sacrifice of our Savi- 
our upon the Croſs, the Communion of Saints, the Holy Catholic Church; 
and the Church of England in particular, the Anſwers to all the re- 
maining Queſtions are very eaſy, plain, full, and yet Short: That all,who have 
any regard to their Baptiſmal Covenant and the Renunciation therein 
of the Devil and all his works, to the moſt tremendous Denounciations 
of -our Saviour, the Admonitions of his Apoſtles after his Aſcenſion, or 
the Salvation of their own Souls, muſt. abſtain from all Communion or 
Participation in theſe Corruptions and Abuſes, after Notice of them, be 
they of the Clergy or Laity: And if they be Prieſi, muſt celebrate this 
Holy Sacrifice, as often as they can have a competent number of 
qualified Communicants in the compleateſt Form, they can procure; 
ſuch as The firſt book of Ed. 6. The Scotch Liturgy, The Liturgy 
of tlie Ancients repreſented in Engliſh Forms, or ſome Tranſlation out 
of the Ancient Forms, or Compoſureaccorditiig to them, Notwithſtandi 
any temporal Laws, Cannons or Subſcription to the contrary : And i 
of the Laity, have recourſe to ſuch as do fo; and abſtain in the mean time, 
and employ ſo mach the more time in Prayer to God, who is not tyed to 
his own „ ſupply by his Grace their want of n and 
to reſtore his H. Worſhip to its due Integrity and Frequency in Publick; 
and to provide for them at ys, RT in the mean time. 1 
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
